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IRONBOUND SAYS “NO!” 


Ironbound people really know how to do their homework! 

After months of meetings, more meetings, research, de- 
monstrations, and talking to people al! over the country, the 
- Tronbound Committee Against Toxic Waste has a lot of 
specific things to say about why no toxic waste facility 
should be built in Ironbound. 

They got their chance at a hearing called by the New 
Jersey Advisory Council on Hazardous Wastes on 
July 19. The Advisory Council is developing criteria 
or guidelines for deciding where to build toxic waste 
facilites. The Council members wanted public comment - 
and they got it! 

As soon as the hearing began, Vic De Luca asked the 
Council! to change the agenda so that people from Ironbound 
could speak. Faced with a good sized crowd and a prepared 
list of speakers, the Council changed the agenda, so that the 
Ironbound speakers could begin immediately, instead of 
waiting until midnight. 

All kinds of people spoke, including a grandmother, a 
doctor, a lung specialist, a priest and many others. 
Representatives from Concerned Citizens of Kearny and 
Coalition for United Elizabeth (CUE) spoke. Senator Edward 
O’Conner from Jersey City and Assemblyman Joseph Doria 
from Bayonne made statements. 

Al! speakers agreed that the criteria the Advisory Council 
was proposing leaves out some very important facts: 

1. The number of people in an area who would be affected 
if accidents or pollution occurred. 


2. The amount of pollution that already exists in any 
area due to the number of chemicals already produced, used 
or dumped there. 

3. The number of older people and children living in an 
area who are extremely sensitive to the effects of chemica!s 
on their health. 

4. The health conditions of the population in the area due 
to the leve! of pollution they are already exposed to. 

5. Thorough guidelines to contro! amounts of air 
pollution. 

We have reprinted many talks given at the hearing 
because the information they contain is important to all 
residents of Ironbound. 

The Advisory Council tried to say that no decision has 
been made yet as to where to locate the facilities, but 
residents, who have known for over a year about SCA’s plan 
to build a toxic waste incinerator on Lister Ave., At-Sea’s 
pian for a toxic facility at Port Newark, and the “garbage” 
incinerator on Blanchard St., are skeptical. “It's been in the 
newspapers many times, we've heard it from DEP officials, 
and At Sea even opened an office in Port Newark,” one 
person commented after the hearing. “T'd like to believe that 
they haven’t decided yet, but you have to look at the facts.” 

The Advisory Council will be holding another hearing in 
the fal! on their final criteria. If they are really listening to 
residents, some of the important points made by the 
Ironbound Committee Against Toxic Wastes should be 
included.

Studies Show Toxics Damage 
Childrens’ Health 


My name is Madelyn Hoffman. I would 
like to present the findings of 2 health 
surveys conducted in Ironbound on behalf 
of the Ironbound Committee Against 
Toxic Wastes. 

These surveys were not done with 
sophisticated laboratory testing. I would 
have been happy if we had been able to do 
a more thorough scientific study but 
community groups like ours do not have 
the money to be able to do this. 

The residents of Love Canal conducted 
their own surveys to prove that there was a 
relationship between toxic chemicals and 
disease in their families. Workers ‘on the 
Long Island Railroad who were spraying 
the tracks with Agent Orange discovered a 
- high level of disease when they looked at 
“their own health insurance reports. 


Women in Oregon who organized a large 


- protest against airplanes spraying insecti- 
-~ cides, based their protest on information

they had collected about health affects. 
Like these groups, we must also rely on 
information we collect. 
The first survey that was conducted was 
fo 132 children that had been screened by 


* the Ironbound Health Screening Van. The 


childrens' ages ranged from 1 to 17. They 
lived on the following streets and avenues: 
Chapel, Lister, Albert, Cornelia, Joseph, 
esther, Euclid, Hawkins, Vincent, Lentz, 
Roanoke, Cortland, Foundry, Brill, Fle- 
ming, and Ferry. 

The study checked for asthma, birth 
defects, and convulsions. The results were 
astonishing: 22.4% had asthma, 7.6% 
had birth defects (a number approxi- 
mately 8 times the national average), 
and 3.5% had convulsions (also a very 
high percentage). 

A full 9% of all these families reported 
epilepsy in their family. How many of us 


know anyone who has epilepsy? And yet, 


in this concentrated area, 9 out of 100 
families have experienced epilepsy. 

The second survey that was conducted 
concentrated on the Island section of the 
Ironbound in an area that included Lister 
Ave., Albert Ave., Cornelia St., Joseph and 
Esther Sts., and Euclid Ave. 16 women and 
6 men were interviewed. They had lived in 
the neighborhood from 3 to 69 years. 

Again, the results were astonishing: A 
full 40% of the people reported 
frequent and annoying headaches. 
18% of the adult population reported 
ashthma. One in every 4 women (25%) 
reported problems during pregnancy, 
for example, miscarriage. 

Comments made by people responding 
to the surveys included: “There are many 
times that the air down here smells like

your flowers and vegetables. Sea! them in 
envelopes so they will dry and be ready to 
use next year.

. beets, carrots, endive, kohlrabi, kale, 
lettuce, peas, radish, turnips, cabbage 
Make sure that you mix fertilizer into the 
soil before planting new plants or seeds. 
You must put back into the soi! what other 
plants took out in order to keep good soil. 

This has been a perfect season for us al! 
since we had plenty of water during the 
hot months. My own bumper crop was 
unbelievable!

fingernail polish.” 

“We can't breathe. My whole family 
can't breathe.” 

“The outside house paint peels off after 1 
year.” 

The people who answered these surveys 
and whose children were screened live in 
the areas most imemdiately surrounding 
the site where SCA proposes to build a 
toxic waste incinerator and within range 
of any air pollution caused by the 
inevitable accident at Port Newark where 
At Sea Incineration Inc. proposes to build 
a huge toxic waste tank farm and 
processing facility. This is the kind of area 

- that is being considered for more toxic 
wastes. 

A population already suffering from 
frequent headaches, asthma, skin rashes, 
birth defects, epilepsy, convulsions, and 
pregnancy problems in percentages most 
likely higher than the national average 
should not be subjected to more dangers. 

I request that the Hazardous Waste 
Advisory Council change its criteria to 
prohibit siting hazardous waste facilities 
in areas as densely populated as the 
Newark area, or areas where air pollution 
levels are already high, where it can be 
shown that peoples” health is already 
suffering from polluted air. 
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Give Back Our Pool

The cry “Give Back Our Pool” was 
raised aloud at high noon August 5th 
around the Wilson Ave. Bathhouse. Both 
young and old alike participated in the 
“wet down” to demand that the City fix up 
the Bathhouse for public use. 

Members of the City Fire Department 
opened a nearby fire hydrant and installed 
a spray cap. So, although the City has not 
opened the Bathhouse, young and old alike 
enjoyed a refreshing water spray on a hot 
humid day. (Thanks to the members of the 
Fillmore St. Fire Department!). Vic De 
Luca of the Ironbound Community Corpo- 
ration and Rev. David Burgess of St. 
Stephen's Church United Church of Christ 
spoke about the need to have the Bath- 
house reopened. A petition, campaign is 
still going on. 

The Bathhouse is a city landmark. Built 
in 1917 with tax payers money, it was 
constructed during an era when few if any 
bathrooms were a part of the average 
house. The toilet was “that old out house” 
in the back yard. 

The Bathhouse was a refreshing innova- 
tion to our neighborhood in 1917 with 
showers and an indoor year round swim- 
ming pool. Before it was built, children 
took the risk of learning how to swim in 
either the Morris Cannal (now Raymond 
Blvd.) or the Passaic River. Drownings 
were frequent. 


Today, however, the Morris Canal no 
longer exists and the Passaic River is 
polluted by industry. The only other poo! 
facility in Ironbound is the seasonal out- 
door Hayes Pool. This makes the Bath- 
house more important than ever for both 
our young people and adults to know how 
to swim and have the opportunity. 

Our City of Newark (and it is our City) 
has the obligation to restore the Wilson 
Ave. Bathhouse. Mayor Ken Gibson proud- 
ly boasts about his daily jogging regiment, 
yet has not hesitated to shut recreational 
facilities which others use in our city. Heis 
responsible for returning $2.5 million of 
federal government money which was 
supposed to be used to restore various 
recreationa! facilities in Newark, inclu- 
ding the Bathhouse. 

At the August City Council meeting, 
people fighting to get the Bathhouse open 
congratulated the Council members for 
passing a resolution to prohibit the sale of 
the poo! to a private company, and urged 
them to continue to cooperate with resi- 
dents to get the pool operating. 

Our community needs the Wilson Ave. 
Bathhouse more than ever. Its purpose 
remains as innovateive now as a living 
center of community recreational involve- 
ment as it was in 1917.

Mayors Back 
The Freeze 


“As elected local officials we are 
alarmed by an international politica! 
climate that increasingly presents nuclear 
war as a “rational” possibility,” begins a 
resolution passed by the U.S. Conference 
of Mayors last June 24 at their Minneapo- 
lis convention. The resolution points out 
that “the billions of dollars saved by 


- stopping the nuclear arms race should be 


used to meet the urgent needs of our cities 
and create jobs for their residents.” After 
placing responsibility for the arms race on 
both the Soviet Union and the U.S., the 
Mayors conclude: “Therefore, be it re- 
solved that the U.S. Conference of Mayors 
urges the President to initiate negotiations 
with the Soviet Union to bring about a 
verifiable freeze on all further deployment 
of nuclear weapons.”

“In the days after the atomic bomb was 
dropped, the bodies piled up on the street 
next to my house - day after day. I can 
never forget that sight.” 

“Children today are led to glorify war. 
They think it is glamorous and powerful. 
They have to learn the truth - that it is a 
horror.” 

The speaker was Masako Kido, an 
elementary teacher in Japan for 17 years. 
On August 16, she and 3 other teachers 
from Japan spoke at Queen of Angels 
School! in Newark about “peace education” 
in their country. 

“T had a brother I never saw killed in the 
War before I was born. Al! I know about 
him is his photograph.” ` 

“The danger of atomic war has in- 
creased , not decreased,” Kido continued. 
“According to a 1980 United Nations 
report, the amount of nuclear weapons 
that exist is 1 million times what was 
dropped on Hiroshima and Nagasaki.” 


In Japan, peace education begins in 
elementary schoo! with stories, songs, and 
eventually class visits to Peace Park in 
Hiroshima, where the exhibits tell the 
story of the bomb. In Hiroshima, 350,000 
people were exposed to the heat and 
radiation from the bomb. 140,000 died. In 
Nagasaki, 180,000 people were exposed, 
and 70,000 died. Doctors at that time had 
no idea of the effects of radiation on the 
human body, no idea why survivors of the 
explosion developed new symptoms and 
died months later, or what the affects on 
future generations will be. Radiation 
damages DNA, the reproductive material! 
in humans, and can cause serious birth 
defects. 

The teachers union in Nagasaki publi- 
shes books about the atom bomb for 
students, and a special peace education 
curriculum is used in junior and senior 
highs schools. Children wpeak with 
‘hibakusha’, those who survived the 
explosion. Many of these survivors have 
dedicated their lives to working for peace 
and the idea that “no one should 
experience the atom bomb again.” 

Each year on August 6 and 9, the dates 
of the bombings, children attend special 
memoria! programs at their schools. This 
year many thousands of Americans all 
over the United States participated in 
activities on those days to show their 
concern about the dangers of nuclear war. 
Rallies, candlelight peace vigils, and 
demonstrations took place in Texas, Iowa, 
New York, Nebraska, California, and 
many other states. On July 12, over a 
million people in this country marched for

peace in New York City. 

“We've met some Americans who say 
“There is nothing we can do. A million 
people marched July 12 and it doesn't 
matter.’ But it does matter - very much. For 
every one person who marched there are 
thousands who are at home reading, 
thinking and feeling anxiety about the 
atomic bomb,” said Yoshio Sekiguchi. 
“The next time an atomic bomb is used 
there won't be any survivors.” 

The people of Hiroshima and Nagasaki 
are not the only victims of the atomic 
bomb. As Sekiguchi pointed out, hundreds 
of American soldiers were exposed to tests 
of nuclear bombs in this country. Many of 
these American soldiers and their families 
are still suffering from the physical and 
psychological damage caused by radia- 
tion. 

The teachers urged people here to get 
their students and themselves involved in 
peace efforts, by signing petitions, joining 
local peace groups, doing special projects, 
showing films about the atomic bomb at 
meetings, parents or church groups. One 
Newark teacher pointed out that the 
percentage of the Japanese budget devoted 
to military production is much smaller 
than it is here. 

The Japanese teachers” tour was spon- 
sored by Global Education Associates 
located in East Orange, New Jersey. They 
are an educational resource center which 
specializes in intercultural resources and 
research. 

The afternoon ended with Kazuko 
Nishimura showing the group 1000 tiny 
paper cranes her students had folded for 
her to bring with her to America. “The 
paper crane is a symbo! in Japan,” she 
said. “A symbol of hope, of peace and of 
life.”

My name is Diane Turco. I 
have resided in the Ironbound 
section of Newark al! my life. I 
am a mother, wife and daughter 
and therefore, I am concerned 
for the health and welfare of my 
family and my neighbors. 


Research by the N.J. Medica! 
Schoo! has indicated that New- 
ark’s cancer death rate is high 
ahove both national and inter- 
nationa! averages. This finding 
is of no surprise to Ironbound 
residents. Very few of us have 
escaped the horrors of learning 
that a relative has “cancer”. 
None of us has escaped watch- 
ing a loved one eaten away by 
this monstrous disease while 
praying for death to come 
quickly. The pain endured by 
surviving members of the fami- 
ly is almost as unbearable as it 
is for the cancer patient. 

I cannot recall the last time I 
attended a wake where the 
deceased died a ‘natura! death’. 
Most of our seniors are dying of 
cancer and not ‘old age’. 

I recently paid a visit to a 
loca! funera! director in the 
Ironbound who, on a yearly 
average buries 100 to 150 
people. I asked him to pul! some 
files at random and this is what 
we found. Out of 27 files, 15 
deaths were from cancer, 6 
deaths due to heart disease, 4 
from lung disease and 1 from 
kidney disease. 

For comparison, I contacted a 
funera! director in Lavalette, 
N.J., a sea side community 
without any industry, no inci- 
nerators, no major highways, 
no paint factories, etc. 

The funera! director stated 
that for life long residents of 
Lavalette he does not reca!! one 
person he buried who died from 
cancer. 

I personally interviewed 6 life 
long residents of Lavalette with 
a total of 27 living family 
members and found no cancer 
cases involved and no lung 
disease at all! 

The conclusions are clear. 
Newark is in the middle of a 
very clear and present danger. 
The state’s criteria for where to 
site toxic wastes eliminate most 
of the State, and point the 
finger toward our major cities. 

The idea that Newark is easy 
to get to from Routes 1 & 9, 280 
and 24 and that these routes 
will eliminate trucks carrying 
toxic wastes through our city 
streets does not give considera- 
tion to the fact that these

highways happen to be our city 
streets! They cut right through 
our community. Some of our 
homes are only a matter of feet 
from them. 

We will be in danger in the 
event of spills, fires and explo- 
sions as a result of traffic 
accidents. Newark has no eva- 
cuation plan in the event of 
such accidents, as evidenced by 
the tanker which burned on 
July 17 of last year, containing 
ethylene oxide. Some residents 
lived only one half a block from 
this site. They were not evacua- 
ted, but people in a motel a mile 
away were! We learned of this 
accident from TV reports. No 
direction was given to the 
residents by any governmental 
agency. 

The decision making agencies 
have chosen to dump on New- 
ark because they will not 
complain...they do not have the | 
financial resources to fight back : 
as compared to the affluent 
suburban areas. This is no 
longer true. We know why we 
have these problems and we 
know who is responsible. 

The housewife who must 
wash her windows more often 
and dust her furniture every 
day as compared to her subur- 
ban sister...SHE KNOWS WHY! 

The property owners who 
must paint and repair more 
often and pay high rates for fire 
insurance. THEY KNOW WHY!

Toxic Waste Fight Snowballs 
In Other Towns 


Ironbound residents should be proud! 
Because of their work to publicize the 
effects of At Sea Incineration Inc.’s plan to 
biuld a toxic waste storage and disposal 
site at Port Newark, many people from 
Hudson County have jumped into the fight 
against At Sea in the last few weeks. 

Bayonne residents have formed BCATS, 
Bayonne Citizens Against Toxic Sites. 
They are actively organizing and gather- 
ing petitions against At Sea which wil! be 
sent to Robert Hughey, Commissioner of 
the Department of Environmental Protec- 
tion. 

The “Jersey Journal”, Hudson County’s 
daily newspaper, has been printing a 
coupon every day that reads: J want the 
State Department of Environmental Pro- 
tection to know that I oppose the construc- 
tion of a toxic waste storage and disposal 
facility in Port Newark. I believe it will 
threaten my life and health. Readers can 
clip out the coupon and mail it to the 
editor. 


Many Hudson County Mayors have 
joined the protest against At Sea 
Hoboken Mayor Cappilo said, “Such 
facilities have no business being put into a 
densely populated center. They are 
dangercus and should always be re- 
moved from such an area.” 

Assemblyman Joseph Doria from Bay- 
onne was one of the first public officials to 
come out against the At Sea proposal. He 
and Assemblyman Edward O’Connor of 
Jersey City spoke against the proposal at 
the July 19 hearing about siting criteria. 
They also read a letter from Bayonne 
Mayor Dennis Collins. 

Many other church and community 
groups, unions leaders, health officers, 
firemen, and city and county officials have 
already joined the fight against At Sea. 
The opposition is growing because of the 
hard work of the Ironbound Committee 
Against Toxic Waste in letting the public 
know about this proposal and the risks it 
involves to people here. 


“Doctor Speaks Out Against 


Toxics in Newark 


Duncan Hutcheon, M.D., is a professor of 
Pharmacology and Medicine at the Uni- 
versity of Medicine and Dentistry of New 
Jersey here in Newark. In addition he is 
president of the Princeton Institute of 
Environmental Medicine which is a group 
of scientists who have come together to 
investigate the impact of environmental 
chemicals on human health. His research 
is primarily in the field of cardiovascular 
and clinical pharmacology, studying the 
potentially toxic effects of industrial and 
other chemicals on the heart, lungs and 
other tissues. 


It is well known that Newark is located 
in the center of the cancer corridor of the 
north-eastern United States. Over the past 
20 years cancer mortality rates run 20 to 
30 percent higher in Newark than the 
national average. 

What is general!y not appreciated is that 
Newark also has one of the highest death 
rates for heart disease in the country. 
According to reports published by the 
Nationa! Institute of Health the overall 
risk of death from heart disease is 20 to 30 
per cent higher in Newark than in New 
York City for example. 

Adding further potentially toxic chemi- 
cal burdens to an already susceptible 
population is not justified. 

This view is important especially when 
we consider the size of the population 
living in the Ironbound section of Newark. 
The risk of illness associated with 
exposure to industria! chemicals becomes 
highly significant when we consider that 
there is a population of about 50,000 
susceptible individuals in the Ironbound 
area. 

The second factor I wish to cal! attention 
to is the already existing levels of air and 
water contamination in the Ironbound 
section. Chemicals in the air and surface 
water of the Ironbound area fall into 2 
groups: 

1. Benzo(a)pyrene and related so- 
called PAHs or polycyclic aromatic 
hydrocarbons produced by the combustion 
of fossil fuels. 

2. Industrial solvents and other 


chemicals such as pesticides, dry cleaning 


fluids, and so on. 
About benzopyrene. The population of 


“the Ironbound section of Newark is 


exposed to some of the highest levels of air 


and motor vehicle traffic in the country. 


Emission products from the combustion of 
gasoline, diesel and other fuels contribute 
substantial amounts of these chemicals 
witha well known carcinogenic potential 
to the ambient air. 

(Carcinogenic potential means potential 
to cause cancer). 

Our laboratory at the Medical School 
has been engaged in an investigation of 
benzo(a)pyrene in urban and rural groups. 
Using a modern radioimmunoassay 
procedure, we measured BaP plasma levels 
in 25 employees at St. James Hospital in 
the center of the Ironbound section and 
found that their levels on the average 
were significantly higher than those 


` in comparable suburban groups in the 


metropolitan area. 

About hydrocarbons. Industria! chemi- 
cals which have been shown to produce 
cancer and toxic effects on the heart, 
lungs, kidneys and other organs, are also 
being discovered in increasing amounts in 
the air and surface water in and around 
Newark with the highest concentrations in 
the urban-industria! centers. 

In summary, because of the increased 
susceptibility of the Ironbound population 
to cancer, cardiac and other chronic 
diseases associated with environmental! 
chemical pollution, and: because of the 
already substantial levels of indus- 
trail chemicals in the area, I believe 
that it is inadvisable at the present time to 
approve construction of any chemical 
waste treatment plants in the Iron- 
bound section of Newark. Instead al! 
efforts of the community and representa- 
tive industries with facilities in the area 
should be directed towards reducing the 
already high burdens of potentially toxic 
chemicals in the City.

“Don’t Let 
Them Dump 
On You” — 


Close to 200 people got some inspi- 
ration for the fight against toxic wastes 
from seeing the documentary In Our 
Water. The film had its New Jersey 
premiere at the Portuguese Sports Club in 
a benefit for the Ironbound Committee 
Against Toxic Wastes. 

The film tells the story of the Kaler 
family of Jamesburg, New Jersey. The 
Kalers .water was polluted by a nearby 
landfill. The movie follows Frank Kaler as 
he talks to the neighbors, local, state and 
federal officials in an effort to get the 
landfill closed and the water cleaned up. 

The audience laughed and booed in 
sympathy with Mr. Kaler’s success and 
difficulties. They too have experienced the 
frustration of talking to officials without 
getting an answer or going around in 
circles from 1 person to another to another. 

In one scene from the film, Meg 
Switzgable, the film’s producer, interviews 
a DEP official about the water samples 
from the area wells. The man is quite 
talkative about the tests that have been 
done and the scientific names for chemi- 
cals that were found. But when Ms. 
Switgable asks him, “What does this mean 
for the health of the residents in the 
area?”, he doesn’t say anything. This 
scene says a great dea! about officials and 
agencies which are supposed to protect our 
health. 

In the film, Mr. Kaler talks about how 
his experience changed his views of the 
American system: “If a private citizen 
came into my yard and tried to kill my 
kids, Pd have the right to shoot him. But 
when industrial waste seeps in and 
threatens my kids, I'm not allowed to do 
anything.” 

“T used to tell my kids when we went to 
the parades, “Take off your hat, this is your 
flag, your country,’. Today I teach my kids 
that they can buy their share of American 
justice if they have enough money. That 
the laws are made by the rich and powerful 
to protect the rich and powerful, and the 
richest and most powerfu! in this country 
today are the industrialists. They run this 
country.” 

Both Mr. Kaler and Meg Switzgable 
spoke to the audience after the film. Frank 
Kaler urged people to get involved. “Don't 
let them dump on you!”, he said. The 
audience responded by giving Mr. Kaler a 
standing ovation. His fighting spirit, 
captured in the film In Our Water, is 
inspiration for all of us fighting the same 
problems.

O Conselho 
está desenvolvendo critérias para decidir onde arranjar 
outro: lugar para construir um local para produtos e 
desperdicios tóxicos. 

Todo tipo de pessoas falaram naquela ocasião, incluindo 
uma auó, uma maé e sua filha, um médico, um especialista 
em pulmões, um pastor, e muitos outros. Representantes de 
outros grupos comunitários que tambem tem lutado contra 
instalação em suas areas de lugares para produtos tóxicos, 
como Cidadãos de Kearny e Coligação para Elizabeth Unida 
(CUE) tambem falaram. Senador Edward O'Connor de 
Jersey City e o membro da ASsembleia Joseph Doria de 
Bayonne tambem falaram. 

O Conselho estava propondo fatos muito importantes: 

1. O número de pessoas numa área que seria afetadas 
se houvesse acidentes ou poluição 

2.0 indice de poluição que já existe numa area devido ao 
número de quimicos produzidos, usados ou já jogados lá. 


3. O número de idosos e crianças numa area que são 
sensíveis aos químicos pondo em perigo sua saúde. 

4. As condições de saúde já existentes na área devido 
aos químicos que eles já ficaram expostos. 

5. Guia para controlar o índice de poluição atmosferica. 

Publicamos novamente algumas das palestras do dia 19 de 
Julho porque acreditamos que aquelas informações contém 
algo de vital importancia para os residentes do Ironbound. 

O Conselho consultivo tentou dizer que nenhuma decisão 
tem sido tomada ainda com respeito ao sítio onde será 
localizado estes projetos, más os residentes, que já ouvem 
falar a proposta da SCA para construir um incinerador de 
produtos tóxicos na Avenida Lister, At-Sea Inc. propuseram 
ao Porto de Newark, e o incienrador para a rua Blanchard, 
por mais de um ano, sabem que eles querem instalar estas 
coisas todas na vizinhança do Ironbound. “Isto já tem saído 
em jornais por várias vezes, já ouvimos isto dos oficiais do 
DEP, e At Sea já abriu um escritorio no Porto de Newark. 
Gostaria de acreditar nisto é um processo objetivo, porem 
temos que ver os factos,” uma pessoa comentou. 

O Conselho consultivo terá mais uma vez a oportunidade 
de ouvir a opiniao publica, para sua decisão final, neste 
outono.

Chamo-me Madelyn Hoffman. Em nome 
do Comité do Ironbound Contra Produtos 
Tóxicos gostaria de vos apresentar os 
resultados de investigações relacionadas 
com saúde efectuadas na zona do Iron- 
bound. 

Estas investigações não foram realiza- 
das com aparelhagem sofisticada. O idea! 
seria que um estudo científico mais 
pormenorizado tivesse sido feito, mas 
grupos comunitários como o nosso não 
possuem meios financeiros para isso fazer. 

Os residentes do Love Canal! fizeram eles 
mesmos as suas investigações para 
mostrar que existe certa ligação entre a 
presença de produtos tóxicos e doenças 
manifestadas nas suas famílias. Trabal- 
hadores do Long Island Railroad que 
aplicavam Agent Orange ao longo dos 
carris descobriram elevado número de 


enfermidades ao anilisar as suas finhas - 


médicas. Em Oregon, mulheres que 
organizaram uma grande manifestacáo 
contra a pulverizacáo feita por meio de 
aviões, basearam o seu protesto em 
consequéncias salutares que elas próprias 
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compilaram. 

Tal como estes grupos, nós devemos 
também basear-nos em factos por nós 
recolhidos. 

O estudo incidiu sobre asma, defeitos de 
nascimento e convulsões. Os resultados 
foram assustadores: 22.4 por cento sofre- 
ram asma; 7.6 por cento nasceram com 
anormalias (número aproximadamente 8 
vezes superior à média nacional); 3.5 
por cento sofreram de convulsões (uma 
média bastante alta). 

Nove por cento destas famílias informa- 
ram sobre casos de epilepsia. Quantos de 
nós sabemos o que é epilepsia? Contudo, 
nesta área de concentração, em 100 
famílias nove sofreram de epilepsia. 

A segunda investigação incidiu sobre a 
área delimitada por Lister Ave., Albert, 
Ave. Cornelia St., Joseph St., Esther St. e 
Euclid ave. 

Uma vez mais, os resultados foram 
assustadores: Quarenta por cento dos 
entrevistados sofrem frequentemente de 
dores de cabeça; 18 por cento sofrem de 
asma; Uma em cada quarto mulheres 
tiveram problemas durante o gravidez. 


Outros comentários feitos pelos entrevis- 
todos: “Há alturas em que o ar aqui cheira 
a verniz de unhas.” 

“Não se pode respirar. Toda a minha 
família tem dificuldades de respiração.” 

“No exterior do prédio, a tinta cai ao fim 
de um ano.” 

“Vivo aqui há sessenta anos - o ar 
tornou-se péssimo nos últimos três anos.” 

As pessoas que responderam aos ques- 
tionários e as crianças que foram examina- 
das vivem nas áreas bem próximas onde a 
firma SCA projecta construir uma fornal- 
ha para queimar produtos tóxicos e 
abrangidas pela poluição que uma tragé- 
dia pudesse vir a causar no projecto que at- 
Sea Incineration Corp. tenciona construir 
no Porto de Newark. 

Esta é a área que está a ser considerada 
para mais despejos tóxicos e cuja popula- 
ção sofre já de frequentes dores de cabeça, 
asma, doenças de pele, defeitos de

A COSH de New Jersey (Comité de 
Segurança Ocupacional E Saúde) iniciou 
uma campanha de suporte a uma petição a 
favor duma legislação rigorosa do “Direito 
De Saber”. Esta lei exigiria que as 
companhias dissessem aos seus operários

- e ao publico que vive nas comunidades 


visinhas quais os químicos que eles usam e 
quais os efeitos que os mesmos teem: na 
saúde das pessoas. Presentemente nen- 
hum de nós tem acesso a esta imformação. 

Uma vez que as pessoas conhecem os 
químicos com que trabalham todos os dias 
ou quais os productos tóxicos por eles 
emitidos para o ar que respiram. Então 
podem decidir o que podem fazer. Podem 
exigir ventilação adequada ou melhora- 
mento do equipamento de segurança no 
trabalho. Podem trabalhar para conseguir 
que limpem a poluição ou que removam os 
productos químicos dos armazens que não 
teem condições. 

A coligação quere uma lei forte que 
imponha multas pesadas e mesmo senten- 
cas de prisão para as companhias que 
recusem dar imformação continuamente. 
A lei deveria exigir que esta imformação 
estivesse à disposição do publico atravez 
do comando local dos bombeiros para que 
tivessemos accesso a ela 24 horas. Isto é 


importante em casos como o da explosão 
da Ferry Wholesaler no meio da noite. 
Bombeiros, ambulancias, medicos de 
emergencia nos hospitais, teem que saber 
os químicos envolvidos na explosão para 
que possam lutar contra o fogo e providen- 
ciar o tratamemto médico adequado às 
pessoas que fiquem doentes.

“A proxima Vez...Não 
Haverá Sobreviventes” 


“Nos dias depois da bomba atómica, os 
corpos ficaram montados na rua perto da 
minha casa - dia atrás dia. Nunca esqueço- 
me esta visão.” 

“As crianças hoje aprendam glorificar a 
guerra. Pensam que é elegante e poderosos. 
Devem aprender a verdade - que é um 
horror.” 

O orador foi Masako Kido, um professor 
primário no Japão durante 17 anos. No dia 
16 de Agosto, ela mais 3 otros professores 
do Japão devam uma conferência na 
escola Queen of Angels em Newark sobre o 


tema de “educação sobre a paz” no Japão. 


“Um irmão meu que nunca tinha visto 
morreu no guerra antes que eu nasci. Só 
conheci a fotografia dele.” 

“O perigo da guerra atómica tem 
aumentado não diminuido,” Kido conti- 
nuo. “Segundo uma reportagem das 
Nações Unidas (UN) de 1980, o número de 
armas nucleares que existem é um milhão 
vezes o que deitaram em Hiroshima e 
Nagasaki.” 

No Japão a instrução sobre a paz 
começa na escola primária com historias, 
canções, e eventualmente com passeios de 
estudo ao Parque de Paz na Hiroshima 
onde as exhibições contam a historia da 
bomba. Na Hiroshima 350,000 pessoas 
foram expostas ao calor e radiação da 
bomba. 140,000 morreram. Em Nagasaki, 
180,000 foram expostas e 70,000 morreram. 
Nesse tempo os médicos não tinham ideia 
nenhuma sobre os efeitos da radiação no 
corpo humano, sem saber porque é que foi 
que os sobreviventes da explosão tiveram 
novas síntomas e morreram meses depois, 
ou quais os efeitos nas gerações do futuro. 
A radiação estraga DNA, o material 
reproductivo no ser humano, e pode causar 
defeitos sérios de nascença. 

A união dos professores em Nagasaki 
publica livros para alunos sobre a bomba 
atómica e um curriculo especial sobre a paz 
está a ser usado nos liceus. As crianças 
falam com “hibakusha”, esses que sobre- 
viveram a explosão. Muitos destes sobre- 
viventes tem dedicado as suas vidas para a 
paz e para a ideia que “ninguem mais deve 
sofrer as consecuencias da bomba atómi- 
ca”. 

Cada ano nos dias 6 e 9, as datas das 
bombas, as crianças participam em 
programas especiais nas escolas. Este ano 
milhares de Americanos nos Estados 
Unidos participaram em actividades 
nesses dias para mostrar a sua inquietude 

“sobre os perigos da guerra nuclear. 
Demostrações e vigílias de paz, e reuniões 
populares foram celebrados em Texas, 


Iowa, New York, Nebraska, California, e 
outras estados. No dia 12 de Julho mias 
dum milhão de pessoas neste pais 
destilaram para paz na cidade de New 
York. 

“Conhecemos alguns Americanos que 
dizem ‘Não há nada que podemos fazer. 
Um milháo de pessoas marcharam no 12 
de Julho e isto não tem importancia.” Mas 
sim - é importante - muito importante. 
Para cada pessoa que desfilou há milhares 
que ficaram um casa a ler, pensar, e sentir 
ansiedade sobre a bomba atómica,” disse 
Yoshio Sekiguchi. “A próxima vez que 
úsam a bomba atómica náo haverá 
sobreviventes.” 

O povo de Hiroshima e Nagasaki, náo 
sáo as únicas vitimes da bomba atómica. 
Como o Sekiguchi explicou centenas de 
soldados americanos foram expostas aos 
testes de bombas nucleares neste pais. 
Muitos destes soldados americanos e as 
suas familias ainda estáo a sofrer do 
estrago físico e psicológica da radiacáo. 

Os professores solicitaram que o povo de 
aqui motivassem tentativos de paz por 
assinaturas de petições, participões em 
grupos locais de paz, projetos especiais, e 
exposições de filmes sobre a bomba 
atómica em reuniões de grupos de pais e da 
igreja. Um professor de Newark explicou 
que a percentagem do orçamento para a 
produção militar é muito mais pequena no 
Japão do que aqui. 

A viagem dos professores japoneses foi 
auspiciada pela Associação de Instrução 
Globa! na cidade de East Orange, New 
Jersey, um centro de recursos instrucio- 
nais que especiliza em recursos e pesquisas 
interculturais. 

A tarde findou com a exhibição de 1000 
grons feitos de papel ados seus alunos para 
trazer para America. “O gron de papel é o 
símbolo do Japão,” ela explicou. “Um 
simbolo de esperança, paz, e vida.”

Los profesores de Japan hablaron en la escuela “Queen of Angels” en Newark. 


“La Proxima Vez, No Habra 
Ningun Sobreviviente” 


“En los dias antes de que fuera tirada la 
bomba atomica, los cuerpos en pilas en la 
calle a seguir de mi casa, dia tras dia. 
Nunca me podre olvidar de esta excena.” 

“Los niños de hoy son orientados a 
glorificar las guerras. Ellos piensan que 
pertenecen al glamur y que son poderosas. 
Ellos tienen que aprender la verdad, que 
son un horror.” 

La oradora fue Masaki Kido, una 
profesora de escuela elemental en el 
Japan durante 17 años. En Agosto 16 ella 
y otras 3 profesoras de! Japan hablaron en 
la escuela “Queen of Angels” en Newark 
acerca de la educación de la paz en su pais. 

“Yo tuve un hermano que nunca vi. Fue 
muerto en la guerra antes de yo nacer. Lo 
unico que yo conozco de el es su foto- 
grafia.” 

“El peligro de la guerra atomica ha 
aumentado no ha dismunuido,” con- 
tinuo Kido. “De acuerdo con un reporte de 
las Naciones Unidas (U.N.) de 1980, la 
cantidad de bombas que existen es un 
millón más de las que fueron tiradas en 
Hiroshima y Nagasaki.” 

En el Japan la educación en relación a la 
paz comienza desde los años elementales, 
con historias, discos y eventualmente las 
clases visitan el Parque de la Paz que hay 
en Hiroshima, donde las exhibiciones 
cuentas la historia de la bomba. En 
Hiroshima 350,000 personas fueron ex- 
puestas al calor y la radiaciones de la 
bomba. 140,000 murieron. En Nagasaki, 
180,000 fueron expuestas y 70,000 murie- 
ron. Los doctores en esa epoca no tenian 
idea de los efectos de la radiacion en los 
cuerpos humanos, no tenian idea porque 
los que sobreviviaron la exploción desa- 


rrollaron nuevos sintomas y mas tarde 


murieron, tampoco saben cuales seran los 
efectos en las futuras generacion. Radia- 
ciones dana “DNA”, el material reproduc- 
tivo en los humanos, y puede causar 
grandes defectos de nacimiento. 

La union de profesores en Nagasaki 


publicaron libros acerca de la bomba a 
tomica para los estudiantes. Un especial 


curriculum de “educación de paz” es usada 


en las escuela elementales y en el 


bachillerato. Muchos de los sobrevivientes 
han dedicado sus vidas a trabajar por la 


paz y la idea es que “nadie debe 
experimentar la bomba atomica otra vez.” 


Cada año en Agosto 6 y 9 las fechas en 
que las bombas fueron expuestas, los niños 
atienden' a programas especiales en sus 
escuelas. Este año millares de Americanos 
de todos los Estados Unidos participaron 


en actividades en estos dias, para 


demostrar su interes en el peligro de la 
guerra nuclear. Se han hecho demostra- 
ción por la paz en Texas, lowa, New York, 
Nebraska, California y en muchos otros 
estados. El 12 de julio mas de un millon 
de personas marcharon por la paz en New 
York. 

“Nosotros hemos conocido algunos 
Americanos que dicen, No hay nada que 
puedamos hacer. Un millon de personas 
marcharon en Julio 12 y no importa.’ Pero 
si importa y mucho. Para cada una 
persona que marcho, hay millones de 
personas en casa haciendo lectura, 
pensando y sintiendo angustia por la 
bomba atomica,” Yoshio Sekiguchi dijo 
“La proxima vez que una bomba atomica 
sea usada, no habra ningun sobre- 
viviente.” 

Las personas de Hiroshima y Nagasaki 
no son las unicas victimas de la bomba 
atomica. Como Sekiguchi ha apuntado 
ciento de soldados Americanos han sido 
expuestos ha pruebas de bombas nucleares 
en este pais. Muchos de estos soldados 
Americano y sus familias todavia estan 
sufriendo los daños fisicos y psicológico 
que fueron causados por las radiaciones. 

Los maestros urgen a las personas aqui 
para que envuelvan a sus estudiantes y 
ellos mismos en los esfuerzos por la paz, 
firmando peticiones, uniendose en grupos 
de paz, haciendo proyectos especiales, 
mostrando peliculas acerca de la bomba 
atomica en reuniones, o ha grupos de 
padres o iglesias.
